At the close of the municipal year agreeable to law we submit the 
following report of the schools in Hampton Falls: 

A good degree of suiccess has attended our schools the past year. 
The teachers have shown themselves worthy of the task assigned 
them, and it is with pleasure your committee has noticed the interest 
many of the parents have manifested in the success and progress of 
the schools. _ This is commendable and shows that the purposes of 
schooling are beginning to be more fully appreciated. 

There is yet much to be done by parents to make our schools what 
they should be. ‘The most important drawback to the progress of 
some of our schools is the almost unprecedented number of absences 
and tardiness, an evil under our present school system that no teach- 
er or committee can obviate. Let parents be more particular in this 
respect by sending their children more regularly and punctually to 
school. | 
A eeneral change of text books has been made in many of the 
schools in our State the past year. Ihave not recommended any. 
change to be made unless by the consent of parents and teachers. I 
submit the question of a change in text books to you, stating why 
there should be a change made. There should be achange in read- 
ing books in district number two ; those now in use are far behind the 
present standard of books, and they have been read over so much, 
they have but little interest to the scholars. 

I would also recommend a Change in text books in advance Dasced 
in arithmetic in all our schools, some modern publication like Apple- 
ton’s Mathematical Arithmetic by Quackenbos, (which now can be 
purchased very cheap in exchange for old books now in use.) I have 
examined it and guid say it is the book for the times, and is adapt- 
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ed to the present state of things. And would quote from the lan- 
guage of the author: 

The last seven years have been years of financial changes; specie 
payments have been suspended, prices have doubled, the tariff has _ 
been altered; a national tax levied &c. No Arithmetic that ignores 
these changes should be put in the hands of youth. Our examples 
are adapted to the present, the difference between gold and currency 
is recognized and taught; the mode of competing the national in- 
come tax is explained; a full description is given ofthe different 
classes of United States Securities, with examples to show the re- 
sults of investments in them &c. 

It is hoped that these with other features of the book that it will 
on examination be adopted in our schools. — 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. Gro. S. Merritt. 


The first term of this school was taught by Miss Ellen P. Batchel- 
der a resident of the district. This was Miss Batchelder’s first school. 
Your committee visited it twice during the term and found it well or- 
ganized, and the deportment of the school was good; but for a sudden 
illness Miss Batchelder was obliged to relinquish the charge of the 
school, much to the regret of parents and scholars. 

The second and third terms of this school were under the instruc- 
tion of Miss Sarah G. Batchelder, who was also a resident of the 
district, and a graduate of the Putnam free school. This was Miss 
Batchelder’s first attempt at teaching. The summer term of this school 
was characterized by good order and the scholars were quite regular 
in' their attendance and the progress of the school was good. The 
winter term was much interrupted by irregular and non-attendance of 
the'scholars; those that were regular and punctual in their atten- 
dance made very good progress. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. Joun C. Sansporn. 


This school during the whole year was under the instruction of 
Miss Clara M. Pike a resident of the district. This was Miss Pike’s 
second year of teaching in this district, and she sustained her reputa- 
tion as a thorough and successful téacher. The scholars in this 
school are very regular and punctual in their attendance, and they 
manifest an interest in the school that is rarely found in a country 
school. The exercises at the close of the school were very instructive 


and entertaining.

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DISTRICT NO, 3. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. Ezra C. Foaae. 


The summer and winter terms in this district were under the in- 
struction of Miss Hellen B. Tilton, a resident of this town. This 
was Miss Tilton’s second year of teaching in this school, and she 
fully sustained her reputation as a successful teacher. The progress 
of some of the scholars was very marked, and the school appeared 
well during the terms. Whenever your committee has been present 
the scholars have evinced a respect for the teacher and given her but 
little trouble by disobedience and improper conduct. -
